Health 
sewage 
warning 
flow in 
issued on 
riverbed

Officials of Lompoc Utility Services 
Co., today said they have corrected a 
malfunction that permitted sewer plant 
effluent to escape into the Santa Ynez 
River. State and local agencies were 
monitoring the situation today. 
The spillage apparently occurred Sun­ 
day from the company’s facilities in Mis­ 
sion Hills About 800 homes are served 
by the company. A sample of the effluent 
that escaped as far downstream as the H 
Street bridge was being analyzed by the 
City of Lompoc’s sanitation department. 
Results of the tests will not be known 
before Monday according to James 
Brightwell. sanitation department chief. 
Company official James Smitherman 
told the Record that the problem had 
been corrected and that there was no 
threat to health. A maintenance man on 
the scene in Mission Hills agreed with 
that report today. Paul Rice, who said he 
had been in charge of the sewer opera­ 
tion in Mission Hills only about two 


weeks, said “ we took care of the 
problem Wednesday.” 
Rice also confirmed that there had 
been a spillage as a result of an overload 
on a lift station on McLaughlin Road. At 
the site on Wednesday he told the 
Record and an engineering associate for 
the state, that he, Rice, had been un­ 
aware that there was a lift station at the 
company’s facility on McLaughlin. 
The incident brought an immediate 
warning from the county health depart­ 
ment and a crackdown by the state’s 
Regional Water Quality Control Board 
The Santa Barbara County 
Health 
Departm ent issued the follow ing 
statement: “The Mission Hills Utility 
Co., (Lompoc Utility Services) has ex­ 
perienced a sewage overflow into the 
Santa Ynez River at its wastewater 
treatment facility located at Rucker 
Road at the Santa Ynez River from the 
point of discharge to the Floradale 
Avenue

Syrian, Christian forces 
close in on Palestinians 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — Syrian 
and Christian forces closed in on pockets 
of Palestinian resistance in the Lebanese 
central mountains today in what ap­ 
peared to be the worst defeat for the 
commandos in Lebanon’s 17-month civil 
war. 
Palestinian 
spokesmen refused to 
comment on their quick setback in the 
face of Syria's spectacular and largely 
unopposed assault. 
But a Palestinian source confirmed 
they had lost the most important posi­ 
tions vital to the rest of their mountain 
defense—the key towns of Hammana, 
Mtein and Aintoura. 
At last report, they still held positions 
along the strategic Jabel El Knisse ridge 
20 miles east of Beirut, but without the 
three strategic towns they were cut off 
and surrounded. 


Palestinian sources attributed the 
collapse of their positions to a Syrian 
change of tactics from tank columns to 
mobile infantry able to storm through 
side roads, over ridges and across fields 
to attack from sides where the Palesti­ 
nians were unprepared 
The loss of the mountains was the 
Palestinian's worst single setback of the 
war 
With their route from east, north and 
some parts of southern Lebanon severed 
by Syria s invasion last June, the moun­ 
tain front remained their sole position of 
vital importance outside the easily 
isolated ports of Beirut, Sidon and 
Tripoli.

Jones sent an inspector for the regional 
board on Tuesday and again on Wednes­ 
day, to investigate. 
Jones' order declared: “ Investigation 
revealed that as a consequence of the 
breached dike, valves connecting the La 
Purisima Canyon facility had been 
opened sufficiently to intentionally or 
negligently cause the sewage flow to 
overload a lift station and enter the 
Santa Ynez River.” 
Smitherman denied there had been a 
breach in the dike. However, Rice told 
this reporter that he had brought a 
bulldozer in Sunday to repair one of the 
dikes and when the bulldozer accidently 
slipped down into the settling pond 
lagoon, rented a crane to lift it out 
Jones said the company could be fined 
as much as $25,000 a day for acts of pollu­ 
tion His order closed with five specific 
directives, ordering the company to 
abate the pollution, to clean up the 
spillage and to file a report with the 
Regional Board by Oct. 4 to explain what 
had been done to comply. 
Jones said his department was study­ 
ing the possibility of turning the matter 
over to the state attorney general or dis­ 
trict attorney “to take appropriate en­ 
forcement action against the dis­ 
charger " 


CAIRO (UPI) — Kuwait agreed today 
to attend an Arab summit conference 
proposed by Egypt in an attempt to save 
Palestinian forces from total defeat by 
Syrian and Christian troops in Lebanon. 
Kuwait’s Deputy Premier and Infor­ 
mation Minister, Sheikh Jaber Al-Ali, 
announced his country’s acceptance in a 
statement made in Kuwait and carried 
by the Egyptian state-controlled Middle 
East News Agency. 
“Kuwait is prepared to attend any 
Arab meeting at any level, anywhere and 
at any time to help the brotherly Palesti­ 
nian people and put an end to the painful 
fratricide in Lebanon,” Sheikh Jaber 
said. 
Kuwait is one of six parties proposed 
hy Egypt for participation in the sum­ 
mit The others are Syria, Lebanon and 
the Palestine LiU «ation Organization — 
the parties directly involved in the 
Lebanese civil war — plus Saudi Arabia 
and Egypt. 
Arab diplomats said Syria held the key 
to the summit’s success and, in fact, to 
the conference’s chances of ever being 


held. 
Egyptian Foreign Minister Ismail 
Fahmi Wednesday issued the appeal for 
the summit and said the meeting within 
48 hours was “not only necessary but im­ 
perative,” 
The newspaper A1 Ahram said the 
summit will be held Saturday in Jeddah, 
a Saudi Arabian port on the Red Sea, if 
all parties agreed to attend it. 
Fahmi said the limited summit should 
work out “speedy solutions which would 
spare Lebanon, the P a lestin ia n 
resistance movement and the entire 
Arab nation numerous dangers.” 
Syria, which has launched a major 
military offensive against Palestinian 
and leftist positions in the mountains 
east of Beirut Tuesday, held the key to 
the meeting’s success. Lebanese Chris­ 
tians have joined in the offensive. 
Fahmi said the proposed summit 
would group Lebanon, Syria and the PLO 
— the parties directly involved in the 
Lebanon war — along with Saudi Arabia, 
Kuwait and Egypt.

Congress to 
fight PWEA 
pocket veto 


Lompoc city officials could breathe a 
little easier today following an assurance 
by leaders of both the House and Senate 
that they would keep Congress in session 
past the weekend if necessary in order 
to prevent a pocket veto of the Public 
Works Employment Act appropriations 
bill. 
Funds from the PWEA are essential to 
the carrying out this year of plans to con­ 
struct a new city hall in Floresta Park as 
well as three other proposed projects, in­ 
cluding a new reservoir, storm drain 
work and fire station rehabilitation. 
Lompoc city staff members are poised 
to submit an application for $1.5 million 
for the civic center project as soon as the 
funds are approved 
President Gerald Ford has not signed 
the appropriations bill, totaling $3.7 
billion, and Congressm an Robert 
Lagomarsino said earlier this week it 
would not surprise him if the President 
vetoed the bill. 
Because of the time element involved 
in the passage of the appropriations bill, 
it could die simply for a lack of the 
President’s signature if Congress keeps 
to its scheduled adjournment this 
weekend 
The PWEA was passed over Ford’s 
veto in July, and speculation is that an 
appropriations bill veto also could be 
overridden 
Today the House overrode a veto of a 
$56 6 billion money bill for the Depart­ 
ments of Labor and Health, Education 
and Welfare The Senate was due to vote 
on the override later today. 
Ford says 
golf treks 
not improper 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford said today he saw nothing improper 
about golfing trips as a guest of cor­ 
porate o fficia ls while he was in 
Congress, but conceded he might have 
discussed government business with 
them “ in a casual way.” 
The officials, he told a news con­ 
ference in the Oval Office, were his 
longtime friends and their comments on 
certain subjec ts might have been helpful 
to him as a Michigan congressman. 
“As you know, I am an avid golfer and 
I enjoy the company of friends while 
playing golf,” he said. “These are close 
personal friends I have not accepted, 
nor have they tendered, anything that 
was improper.” 
The White House disclosed Tuesday 
that Ford, while in Congress, golfed as 
the guest of executives from at least four 
corporations — U.S. Steel,* Bethlehem 
Steel. 
Aluminum Corporation of 
America and Firestone Rubber. 
“I do not feel that there was any im­ 
propriety on my part or any violation” of 
the congressional ethic codes, Ford said 
today. 
“Not to my recollection,” the Presi­ 
dent answered when first asked whether 
he had discussed government business 
with his friends on the outings. 
Later, Ford modified his comments 
and said he may have, “in a casual way. 
of course, talked about certain matters 
“I don’t see anything wrong at all. As a 
matter of fact, some of their comments 
could be helpful." 


Fossil 
found

The fossil skeleton of a baleen whale 
some 10 to 12 million years old and one of 
the largest fossils ever collected has 
been found in the diatomaceous earth be­ 
ing mined at the Grefco, Inc Dicalite 
Division quarries in Lompoc 
The jaws of the whale are about two 
feet thick and more than 15 feet long A 
modem baleen 
whale 80 to 90 feet in 
length has a head of similar size, in­ 
dicating that the total length of the fossil 
skeleton may approach 80 feet when fully 
excavated. 
For comparison, the individual skull 
and jaw bones of this fossil whale are as 
large or larger than individual bones of 
the largest of dinosaurs. 
Dr. Lawrence G. Barnes, curator of 
vertebrate paleontology at the Natural 
History Museum of Los Angeles County 
is in charge of the excavation. 
Extreme care must be taken in remov­ 
ing the diatomaceous earth from around 
the fossil because the bone material is 
extremely fragile and quickly dis­ 
integrates into a powder once exposed to 
the air. he said 


To prevent this, the exposed sections 
of bone are coated with a plastic cement 
for hardening, then covered and rein­ 
forced with bandages of plaster and 
burlap. 


The head and front part of the whale 
are so large that the museum crew used 
2,400 pounds of plaster, 700 yards of 36- 
inch-wide burlap and 272 man hours in 
the first phase of this recovery project, 
according to Dr. Barnes. 
The skeleton stands on end in the 
quarry, so as various levels of the 
diatomite are mined, the remainder of 


the skeleton will be exposed 
This 
collecting operation has required close 
communication and coordination among 
Grefco personnel, quarry workers and 
the museum staff, he added. 
The whale fossil was first spotted by 
Dicalite heavy machinery operator 
James Darrah who notified quarry 
supervisor Jerry Long. Plant manager 
Don Goodhew in turn contacted Dr 
Barnes. 
The machinery operators have become 
acknowledgeable about fossils and are 
careful to annotate any they find with 
name of collector, date and exact place 
found before turning them over to Dr. 
Barnes, according to Goodhew 
One especially interesting recent find 
is the skeleton of a small fur seal or sea 
lion, one of the few known specimens of 
the species, he added. 
Several other small whales have been 
recovered from the quarries, which 
along with the fish and bird fossils in the 
same rocks, provide an invaluable 
backward glance at life along coastal 
California 10 million years ago. 
These newly discovered fossils and 
others will be used for public display and 
scientific research at the Los Angeles 
County Museum, said Dr Barnes. 
The diatomaceous earth deposits at 
Lompoc once were under a deep near­ 
shore ocean whose temperature and 
other favorable factors contributed to 
the growth of diatoms. Whales don’t eat 
diatoms, which are microscopic in 
size, but feed on planktonic shrimp-like 
crustaceans and very small fish that in 
turn feed on diatoms and other small 
organisms This explains the whale’s 
presence here, said Dr. Barnes. 
Medicare hospital, nursing 
home fees to go up 19% 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The govern­ 
ment today announced a 19 per cent base 
increase in hospital fees for persons on 
Medicare and across-the-board hikes for 
extended treatment in hospitals and 
nursing homes beginning next Jan 1. 
“The increases are mandatory under 
law,” said a spokesman for the Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education and Welfare 
“They are mandated by rising hospital 
costs " 
Beginning next year, persons who 
enter a hospital under Medicare will be 
responsible for the first $124 of their bill, 
up from the current deductible of $104 
which will remain in effect for the rest of 
1976 
The increase, along with the boost in 
costs of stays of over 60 days in hospitals 
and more than 20 days of posthospital 
care in a nursing home, could cause 
hardship on many elderly persons on fix­ 
ed incomes 
When a Medicare beneficiary has a 
hospital stay of more than 60 days, he 
will pay $31 a day for the 61st through the 
90th day. up from the present $26 a day. 
If the patient has a posthospital stay of 
over 20 days in a skilled nursing facility, 


he will pay $15.50 per day toward the cost 
of the 21st day through the 100th day, up 
from the present $13. 
Ford signs vet 
pension hike 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford today signed legislation giving 
nearly 5 million veterans increased disa- 
bility and pension benefits to offset the 
higher cost of living 
Ford, speaking at a White House 
ceremony before more than 100 guests, 
signed two bills. 
One provided an 8 per cent hike in 
monthly benefit rates, effective Friday, 
for veterans receiving disability 
compensation or to surviving spouses 
and children of veterans whose deaths 
were service connected. 
The second bill extended a temporary 8 
per cent increase in pension benefits for 
about 2 3 million veterans, dependents 
and survivors until the end of 1976 and 
gave them a further 7 per cent boost ef­ 
fective Jan. 1.

have been revealed in the four- 
day conference, but most of it is 
secret. 
To keep it that way, the con­ 
ference. which ends today, has 
been closed to the press and 
public and the conference site is 
p a tr o lled 
by a G erm an 
Shepherd dog towing an armed 
airman. Inside, armed security 
police are as prevalent as ash 
trays. 
According to an Air Force 
spokesman, the guards are for 
the protection of the conference 
speakers who are "experts on 
world terrorism.” 
The experts included Air Vice 
Marshal Griffiths of England’s 
Royal Air Force. He was 
scheduled to talk on Northern 
Ireland 
And Lt. Col 
Ulrich 
Wegener of Germany. He spoke 
on antiterrorist measures. And 
Conrad V. Hassel of the FBI. 
He sp o k e on “ H o sta g e 
Situations .” 
Dr. Jenkins, who works as a 
consultant to the Rand Corpora­ 
tion. a nonprofit, research 
organization based in Santa 
M o n ica , 
h as 
p u b lish ed 
numerous papers on guerrilla 
warfare, terrorism and the 
Vietnam War. He spoke on 
"The Psychology and History of 
Terrorism.” 
In the beginning, a man from 
Scotland Yard was supposed to 
be interviewed by the press, but 
he later backed out for security 
reasons Dr. Jenkins agreed to

“ Are terrorists insane?” 
someone began. 
"No, I think that is a mis­ 
take 
frequently terror­ 
ism is ch a ra cterized as 
mindless violence, but I don’t 
think it is," replied the doctor. 
"There is a logic to terrorism.” 
That logic includes the 
terrorist receiving publicity for 
himself and his cause, he ex­ 
plained. 
Another of the d octor’s 
remarks was that violence 
caused by terrorists has been 
quite trivial and is not a big 
threat by these impatient men. 
“That may sound callous and 


I don't mean to sound callous,” 
he said. 
Terrorism, an ancient tactic 
that has been used on and off in 
history, is a threat, but not for 
the reasons most people think it 
is, that of innocent victims be­ 
ing killed, he said. 
Dr. Jenkins pointed out that 
few people have been murdered 
by terrorists since 1968, about 
2,000. That is comparable to the 
number of people murdered in 
Daytona Beach, Fla., for the 
same period. 
"You have a better chance of 
dying of a dog bite than a 
terrorist." he said. 
The real threat of terrorism 
is that it can cause "violent 
fear" which in turn could excite 
governments to over-react. 
Over-reaction, 
he continued, 
could, and has, resulted in 
repression of citizen rights of 
everyon e and erosion of 
democracy. 
His advice to all nations is to 
keep a terrorist crisis in 
perspective, respond effective­ 
ly, but resist extreme solutions. 
Then Dr. Jenkins got on the 
subject of stewardesses falling 
in love with hijackers and 
hostages in general becoming 
attached to their captors. This 
happens, he said, because peo­ 
ple in these kinds of life 
threatening situations, for one 
reason, "take on the attitudes 
of their captors” as an instinct 
m e c h a n ism 
of 
s e lf - 
preservation. 
The captors, when the hijack­ 
ing or whatever act ends and 
the hostages come out unhurt, 
are looked at by the former 
hostages as their "saviors.” 
Known as the "Stockholm 
Syndrome,” it is just another 
fact that — in the words of the 
printed conference program — 
the security police of the free 
world must keep in mind when 
dealing with "acts of violence 
that observe no international 
boundaries and do not differen­ 
tiate among innocent victims.”

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Pressure builds for Ford 
to speak out on freebies 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — Aides believe President Ford may hold 
a news conference before the weekend to discuss the golf outings 
he made with corporate friends and his congressional campaign 
finances. 
Pressure was building for Ford to do so. 
So far, questions on Ford’s golf dates as a congressman with 
friends from U.S. Steel, Bethlehem Steel, ALCOA and Firestone 
have been fielded by White House Press Secretary Ron Nessen — a 
practice which Democratic Candidate Jim m y Carter criticized 
sharply Wednesday. 
Nessen also has told reporters several times that all Ford knows 
about an alleged investigation into his campaign finances when he 
was a congressman from Grand Rapids, Mich., is “ what he read in 
the newspapers.” 
There have been published reports that Special Watergate 
Prosecutor Charles Ruff is looking into campaign contributions 
by two maritime unions to the Kent County, Mich., GOP, which in­ 
cludes Grand Rapids, and to Ford. Ruff has declined to comment. 
Aides said allegations of misuse of funds are “ not true” and that 
they were thoroughly investigated during hearings by the House 
Swine flu 
'network' 
set up 


ATLANTA (U P I) - The 
national Center for Disease 
Control is using constant 
testing and monitoring, backed 
up by computers, to prepare for 
possible influenza outbreaks 
this winter. 
A newly established surveil­ 
lance network, gearing up for 
the nationwide effort to immu­ 
nize 200 million Americans 
against swine flu, will allow 
scientists to detect the “ silent 
seeding’ ’ of the influenza virus 
“ Silent seeding” is the un­ 
recognized spread of influenza 
in a community by persons 
carrying the virus who may not 
be ill or only mildly ill. 
To monitor influenza activity 
across the nation and to keep 
tabs on the millions of doses of 
the vaccine flowing to the 50 
state health departments, the 
CDC has converted one of its 
large auditoriums into the sur­ 
veillance center with a com­ 
puter. 
A spokesman said the CDC ef­ 
fort to closely monitor the na­ 
tion for influenza and control 
the flow of vaccine to areas 
where it was most needed had 
never been attempted before on 
such a scale 
In connection with the sur­ 
veillance network. Dr Richard 
O’Brien. CDC epidemiological 
service intelligence officer, 
said CDC laboratories have 
processed 6.000 specimens from 
health facilities around the 
country looking for influenza 
virus 
So far the search has turned 
up the usual flu-strains. such as 
the A-Victoria which was 
prevalent last year, and the B- 
Hong Kong, but none of the po­ 
tent swine strain 
Scientists hope the search 
will warn them if an outbreak 
of flu in a community is immi­ 
nent With such a warning, and 
before there is widespread il­ 
lness, the CDC said the pos­ 
sibility exists that quick, 
population-wide vaccinations in 
the area could control the 
spread of the disease. 
Government 
workers to get 
pay increase 


W A SH IN G TO N (U P I) - 
About 3 4 million government 
employes earning less than 
$37.800 annually will get a pay 
raise next month 
President Ford Wednesday 
ordered a 4 83 per cent pay 
boost for civilian and military 
employes effective Oct. 1 
About 14 million civilians and 2 
million military personnel are 
affected. 
The announcement said the 
increase will vary with general 
grade from 4 24 per cent at GS-5 
to 7 92 per cent in the lower step 
grades of GS-15. 
Under the law, the rates of 
basic pay and allowances for 
certain military personnel will 
also increase by a total of 4 83 
per cent 
Congress earlier killed a 
similar cost-of-living pay boost 
for its own members, federal 
judges, cabinet officers and 
other high-level federal of­ 
ficials making $37,800 a year or 
more. 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
Senate believes 65 weeks is too 
long a time for Americans to 
collect unemployment compen­ 
sation. and would let the limit 
fall to 39 weeks. 
The plan would require state 
and local governments to take 
over most of the cost of 
providing jobless pay coverage 
for their own nearly 8 million 
employes 
It would not require the 
nation s 1 million domestic and 
1 million agricultural workers 
to be given permanent unem­ 
ployment compensation covera­ 
ge 
It would raise the unemploy­ 
ment tax. paid by employers, in 
order to start reducing an $11 
billion deficit in the program, 
brought on by high unemploy­ 
ment during the recession. 
Those decisions were made, 
through action or inaction, by 
the Senate Wednesday as it pas­ 
sed 70 to 6 a bill revising the 
permanent, 
federal-state un­ 
employment 
compensation 
program, which covers 68 
million Americans 
The bill now goes to con­ 
ference with a House-passed 
bill differing in some respects. 
The permanent program, 
begun in the 1930s. now 
provides up to 39 weeks of un­ 
employm ent pay 
In 1974 
Congress added a temporary, 
federal program on top of it, 
bringing the maximum to 65 
weeks in states with high un­ 
employment 
Some 600.000 persons in 20 
states now receive these added 
benefits 
The states include. 
New York, New Jersey, Penn­ 
sylvania. Illinois. California 
and others with big industrial 
centers 
The addition expires at the 
end of March Since neither the 
House or Senate bill will do

Carter, in a news conference in Plains, Ga., called on Ford “ to 
have frank discussion” about allegations involving the golf 
weekends and campaign financing.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
project manager says the two 
Viking robots are working so 
well on Mars they are expected 
to continue their exploration 
into the summer of 1978. 
Jam es S 
Martin told the 
House 
Space Com m ittee 
Wednesday that such an ex­ 
tended mission with reduced 
activity would enable scientists 
to watch the red planet for a 
full Martian year — 687 Earth 
days. 
It is now summer in Mars’ 
northern hemisphere where 
Vikings 1 and 2 landed and the 
planet's thin atmosphere is 
relatively calm. But the great 
dust storms are expected to 
develop next April and Viking’s 
cameras are expected to show 
scientists how such storms 
change the landscape. 
Dr Harold Klein, chief Vik­ 
ing biologist, said the two 
nuclear-powered landing craft 
have a long way to go in the ef­ 
fort to determine whether or 
not Mars harbors life. He said 
“ we have to be patient and try 
all the tricks in our bag” to 
resolve the yes-and-no puzzles 
raised so far by Viking’s 
biology experiments 
Martin said, however, that 
Project Viking will leave many 
questions about Mars unan­ 
swered and added a future un­ 
manned exploration project 
could tell man much more 
about Mars. 
Dr. Noel Hinners. associate 
NASA administrator for space 
science, told the committee the 
agency was looking at options 
for future Mars flights but he 
declined to discuss details 
because of secrecy restrictions 
imposed by the White House's 
budget office 


Hinners later said a substan­ 
tial appropriation would be 
required in the budget now be­ 
ing formed for fiscal 1978 if 
NASA were to take advantage 
of the 1981 opportunity to 
launch additional spacecraft to 
the red planet. 


Martin said a spacecraft built 
as a backup to the current Vik­ 
ings could be modified and used 
for a Viking 3 flight.

LOS A N G ELES (U P I) — Teamsters Union leaders 
representing 10,000 food industry d rivers and 
warehousemen agreed to meet today and discuss a new 
contract proposal that could end the threat of a strike 
against Southern California supermarkets. 
A spokesman said they will decide whether to recom­ 
mend the proposal by the Food Employers Council, 
representing major market chains, to the membership of 
18 locals from San Luis Obispo to San Diego. 
Talks between the two sides broke up Wednesday after 
several days considering a new three-year agreement to 
replace the contract that expired Sept. 5. 
The Teamsters have voted to strike if negotiations 
break down, but promised to give management 72 hours 
notice before walking off the job. 
Top wages under the old contract were $7.10 an hour for 
drivers and $6 90 an hour for warehousemen. A manage­ 
ment spokesman said the union was seeking wages and 
benefits totaling $4 93 an hour.

Panno said he appealed to 
firefighters on the picket line to 
help fight the blazes and about 
eight men responded. 
The police and firemen and 


four of the city’s six other un­ 
ions struck Monday night in a 
contract dispute with the city. 
Officers of the Ohio National 
Guard met with city officials 
today to discuss the situation 
A spokesman for Gov. James 
A. Rhodes said in Columbus no 
request had been made for the 
guard as yet. 


“ What we do so everything 
doesn't happen at once is to 
alert the relevant people such 
as the National Guard and the 
Ohio Highway Patrol so they 
can monitor the situation and 
that is just what we have done 
in this c a s e ," said Chan 
Cochran, an administrative 
aide to Rhodes 


Police Chief Donald Baker 
said he had only 17 men on each

firefighting force consisted of 
five fire cadets, two battalion 
chiefs and himself.

1 large carrot, peeled and diced 
1 IOV2 oz. can cream of chicken soup, condensed 
1 lOVz oz. can cream of pea soup 
V4 tsp. poultry seasoning 


2 cans milk 
Vz cup evaporated milk or coffee cream 
Cook the carrot in a small amount of salted water 
until tender. Drain and add to rest of ingredients and 
heat. If you have no poultry seasoning others may be 
substituted to taste. Small amounts of leftovers such 
as cooked celery, corn, string beans may be added. 
Makes 5 cups of soup. Can be frozen and reheated. 
Ruth's next recipe* makes a quick dessert or snack 
between meals. More often than not she keeps a batch 
on hand. 


Oatmeal Refrigerator Cookies 
1 egg 
Vz cup butter or oleo 
Va cup white sugar 
Vz cup brown sugar 
lVfc tbsp. m ousses 
Vz tsp. vanilla 
lVi tsp. or more grated lemon rind 
% cup cake flour 
Vz tsp. soda 
Vz tsp. salt 
lVi cup raw quick oats 
Beat together the first seven ingredients until light 
and fluffy. Sift together the next three ingredients and 
add to first mixture gradually. Stir in the oats. 
Shape into rolls, wrap and refrigerate, or roll into 
walnut-sized balls and freeze until solid. (Put in 
freezer bags.) When ready to bake, these should be 
defrosted a few minutes and pressed down with a fork 
or small glass. Bake at 375 degrees 8-10 minutes on un­ 
greased cooky sheet.

Marvelously Moist Apple Torte 
This golden apple torte is baked in a decorative 
bundt pan, crowned with tangy lemon glaze and 
sprinkled with chopped walnuts. The natural moisture 
of apples gives the cake an excellent keeping quality, 
although there probably will be only crumbs left over. 
The rich apple batter is accented with crushed pineap­ 
ple and cinnamon and nutmeats add crunch. 
3 cups flour 
2 tsp. baking soda 
Vz tsp. salt 
2 tsp. cinnamon 


I V 2 cups oil 


I V 2 cups sugar 
2 cups grated Golden Delicious apples 
1 (8 oz.) can crushed pineapple 
Vz cup chopped walnuts 
1V2 tsp vanilla 
3 eggs 
lemon glaze (below) 
2 tbsp. chopped walnuts 
Sift together flour, soda, salt and cinnamon. Com­ 
bine oil and sugar. Add half of dry ingredients, mixing 
well. Blend in grated apples, pineapple, one half cup 
walnuts and vanilla. Add remaining dry ingredients. 
Add eggs, one at a time, beating well after each ad­ 
dition. Turn into greased 3 quart bundt pan. Bake at 
350 degrees for 1 hour or until done. Cool in pan 15 
minutes; turn out on wire rack. Drizzle with lemon 
glaze and sprinkle with 2 tbsp. chopped walnuts when 
cool. 
Lemon Glaze; Combine IV 2 cups powdered sugar, 3 
tbsp. soft butter, Vz tsp. grated lemon peel, 2 tsp. 
lemon juice and IVz tbsp. hot water. Stir until smooth.

School officials have adopted 
a family size-income criteria 
for determining eligibility rang­ 
ing from a family of one with a 
gross monthly income of $307 to 
a family of eight with a monthly 
gross income of $929.

E dw ards, d istrict 
superintendent, said children 
from families whose income is 
at or below the levels set up are 
eligible for free milk In addi­ 
tion. families not meeting these 
criteria but with other unusual 
expenses due to unusually high 
medical expenses, shelter costs 
in excess of 30 per cent of in­ 
come, special education ex­ 
penses due to the mental or 
physical condition of a child and 
disaster or casualty losses are 
urged to apply. 
Edwards said that in certain 
cases foster children are also 
eligible for those benefits If a 
family has foster children liv­ 
ing with them and wishes to ap­ 
ply for free milk for them, it 
should contact the school

San Joaquin Valley raisin 
crop total loss predicted 


FRESNO (U P I) — Pessimism was the 
prevailing attitude among raisin growers 
throughout the San Joaquin Valley today as 
many of them predicted a near total loss of their 
crops. 
The gloomy predictions came as the growers 
surveyed their flooded vineyards after the se­ 
cond rainstorm in two weeks hit the valiey in 
the usually dry month of September. 
" It ’s a very grave situation," said Frank 
Light, president of Sun-Maid Raisin Growers of 
California, as he summed up the feelings of most 
of the valley’s raisin producers. 
. 
Some experts predicted this year’s losses 
could equal or exceed those suffered in 1972 


when frost cut the crop to about 92,000 tons, the 
smallest raisin production since 1914. 
Projections earlier this year were for a crop 
between 230,000 and 250.000 tons, but the rain­ 
storm which hit the valley two weeks ago cut 
that figure considerably and the rain which 
began late Tuesday added what many growers 
considered the finishing touch to the crop. 


" It ’s a fruitless situation," said Harry C. 
Klein Jr . a Biola area raisin producer. "W e’ve 
just turned it over to the insurance." 


Insurance adjusters have been in the 
vineyards for the past week trying to assess the 
damage from the storm two weeks ago.

Governor Brown opposes 
dog racing initiative 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) — Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. has declared his opposition to 
the Nov. 2 ballot measure to legalize dog racing in California, saying the proposal 
gives off "an unsavory odor." 
" I ’m against that dog racing thing," the governor casually remarked to newsmen 
Wednesday following a formal news conference. 
The controversial measure, which will appear on the ballot as Prop. 13, is spon­ 
sored chiefly by promoter George Hardie of Los Angeles, who is contesting in court a 
state law requiring that he disclose names of campaign contributors and their dona­ 
tions. 
"Prop 13 has an unsavory odor," Brown said in response to a question. "The whole 
way it was qualified, the financial question and the people who are involved." 
Opponents of the initiative include the horse racing industry and church 
•organizations. 
The governor’s announced opposition came in the wake of a warning by two key 
Democratic legislators who said passage of Prop. 13 could encourage intensified 
mobster activity in California. 
Senate Democratic leader David Roberti of Los Angeles asserted at a news con­ 
ference that dog racing "has been entangled with organized crime throughout its 
history." 
"W e have enough problems with crime in California without introducing a billion- 
dollar gambling industry," he said. 
Assemblyman Howard Berman of Beverly Hills, Assembly Democratic floor 
leader, noted Hardie is involved in a suit with the state Fair Political Practices Com­ 
mission over his refusal to divulge the sources of contributions for Prop. 13. 
Berman said he feared that the suit would not be disposed of in advance of the elec­ 
tion. 
A newsman pointed out Hardie has been investigated by various federal and state 
law enforcement and government agencies and had never been linked publicly with 
organized crime. 
"If there is nothing to hide, why not disclose it before the election?" Roberti 
replied. "Suspicions are justified when people don’t disclose who their contributors 
are. 


UAW threatens to strike Deere 


D ET RO IT (U P I) - The 
United Auto Workers union, in 
the 16th day of its strike against 
the Ford Motor Co., is threaten­ 
ing to pull 27,000 workers out of 
Deere & Co. facilities in six 
states. 
Auto industry observers are 
keeping a close watch on the 
Deere talks to see if there are 
any breakthroughs in union ef­ 
forts to gain more time off the 
job for workers. The work time 
issue is the key to settlement of 
the Ford strike. 


Though sources close to the 
bargaining table at Deere 
headquarters in Moline, 111., in­ 
dicated a good chance of settle­ 
ment, the union said it would 
call a strike at 11:59 p.m. 
tonight if there is no agreement 
on a new contract. 


Like Ford, which is the 
"target'' to establish the basic 
auto industry contract for 
700.000 workers, Deere was 
selected to set the pace for the 
110.000 workers in the farm im­ 
plement industry. Contracts 
with the larger International 
H arvester and C aterpillar 
Corp. were extended. 


Contract talks at Ford, whose 
170.000 workers left their jobs 
at midnight, Sept. 14, continue 
to drone on with no apparent 
"breakthrough" in sight. UAW 
President Leonard Woodcock, 
spotted waiting in the cafeteria 
line at Ford world headquar­ 
ters, said of the talks: " I don’t 
care to comment on anything." 
The Detroit Free Press said 
it learned Wednesday that a 
controversial company demand 
that money from future cost-of- 
living adjustments due UAW 
members be diverted to help 
pay for fringe benefits is still on 
the bargaining table. 
The Free Press said it was 
told by “ informed sources” 
that the demand is one of the 
unresolved issues in the dis­ 
pute. 
The workers began picking up 
strike benefit checks Wed­ 
nesday. ranging from $40 to $50, 
instead of the average $350 they 
were receiving before the 
strike began. 
But despite the $7.5 million 
drain on the record $176 million 
strike fund from the first 
week's checks, a union spokes­ 
man said the walkout at Ford

Bank lenders become 
Lockheed partners 


BURBAN K, Calif. (U P I) — Lockheed stockholders, grumbling 
about huge payoffs to foreign officials while they received no divi­ 
dends on their investment, Wednesday reluctantly approved a 
move to make lender banks part owners of the scandal plagued air­ 
craft maker. 
Robert W. Haack, brought in as chairman because of the com­ 
pany's troubles, sought to assure stockholders that the financial 
restructuring will profit them and wrongdoers in the previous 
management will be punished. 
Haack refused to go into specifics about the foreign payments, 
which have caused the ruin of government figures from Holland to 
Japan. 
He noted Lockheed is awaiting the report of a committee of out­ 
side directors, named to the board in a federal court consent 
decree settling a complaint bv the Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission. "These allocations, all of them, whether they (the pay­ 
ments) be improper, proper, questionable, sensitive or whatever, 
are under scrutiny by a review committee," Hack said. 
"W e are not going to cover up for anyone, and if people here 
acted illegally they will be dealt with properly.” 
One stockholder suggested "revoking their pensions and suing 
them for bad management." 
Haack commented after a stockholder complained that 
Lockheed had not paid dividends in eight years and yet could afford 
"a $9 million payoff to Japan” 
" I ’m surprised it didn’t come up sooner,” Haack responded with 
a smile.

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Harrises indicted 
for Patty kidnap 


Cleanup of air, water to cost $259 billion 


OAKLAND, Calif. (UPI) - 
William and Emily Harris, 
already serving prison terms 
for their Symbionese Liberaton 
Army activities, today faced 
additional charges of kidnaping 
newspaper heiress Patricia 
Hearst. 
A grand jury which heard 
testimony from 51 witnesses, 
including Miss Hearst, delibe­ 
rated only a half-hour Wednes­ 
day before returning a 13-count 
indictment against the Har­ 
rises. 


The most serious charge was 
that they kidnaped Miss Hearst 
from her Berkeley apartment 
Feb. 4. 1974. 


Superior Court Judge Robert 
K. Barber set bail at $300,000 
each for the Harrises. District 
Attorney Lowell Jensen said he 
was "satisfied” with the action 
of the grand jury. 
After her abduction. Miss 
Hearst became an active SLA 
member and was sentenced to 
seven years in prison for her 


part in the robbery of a San 
Francisco bank April 15,1974. 
Her lawyers Wednesday filed 
a motion in San Francisco for a 
new trial on grounds that the 
government withheld evidence 
that would have helped her 
defense. 
They said* "newly discovered 
eviden ce” showed that a 
w itn ess at the tr ia l had 
wrongly identified Miss Hearst 
as the one who pointed a gun at 
him following a shooting inci­ 
dent in Los Angeles. 
Miss Hearst testified during a 
bank robbery trial that Harris 
was one of three persons who 
dragged her from her apart­ 
ment and that Mrs. Harris 
drove a getaway car. 
The H arrises already are 
serving jail terms of 11 years to 
life for kidnaping, robbery and 
assault in Inglewood, Calif. 
They are expected to be 
returned to their separate 
Southern California state pris­ 
ons pending further appear­ 
ances in connection with the 
Last Essex-type 


carrier retired 


Alameda County charges. 
Miss Hearst and the Harrises 
were captured Sept. 18. 1975, in 
two San Francisco hideouts 
afte r spending 18 months 
together in the Bay Area, Los 
Angeles, and hideouts in New 
York and Pennsylvania. Miss 
Hearst said after her arrest 
that she stayed with the couple 
only because she feared for her 
safety. 
The latest grand jury indict­ 
ment also charged the Harrises 
with kidnaping Peter Benenson, 
whose car was used in the 
Hearst kidnaping; and assault 
on Miss Hearst’s former fiance, 
Steven Weed, who was severely 
beaten. 
They also were accused of as­ 
sault with a deadly weapon on 
five neighbors who witnessed 
the kidnaping and were shot at 
by the fleeing abductors, and 
false imprisonment of another 
neighbor who came to Miss 
Hearst's aid at the time of the 
kidnaping.

Another 20 per cent of that 
amount, $51.7 billion, will be 
paid out by government, largely 
for wastewater treatment, and 
19 per cent or $50.3 billion "will 
be spent directly by consumers, 
primarily for auto emissions 
control.” 
"Although not all of the 
specific requirements of the 
Clean Air Act (of 1970) are be­ 
ing achieved in all regions of 
the country, the nation is mak­ 
ing significant progress in im­ 


proving its air quality,” the 
report said. 
"Our analysis suggests that, 
for several major pollutants, 
most of the nation’s 247 Air 
Quality Control Regions have 
met or can meet the primary 
health-related air quality stand­ 
ards by the early 1980’s” 
The outlook is good for 
achieving in the not too distant 
future the required lower levels 
of sulfur dioxide, which comes 
from coal burning, suspended 
particles and carbon monoxide, 
which comes from car exhaust. 
“ However, some areas have 
uniquely difficult problems — 
the severe ozone problem in Los 


Angeles and carbon monoxide 
problem in New York City be­ 
ing pre-eminent examples,” the 
report said. 
"Such areas may require ex­ 
ceptional control strategies to 
attain the national standards.” 
As far as water goes, many 
individual sources of pollution 
have been arrested but "the 
more formidable task of con­ 
trolling nonpoint sources of 
pollution (such as agricultural 
runoff) is barely under way.” 
Of 12 major rivers studied, 
five — the Willamette, Colora­ 
do, Red, Ohio and the Tennes­ 
see — showed improvement in 
fecal eoliform levels.

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Santa Barbara sky high 
Braves expect air attack

When the Lompoc Braves line up against the Santa 
Barbara Dons tomorrow night at 8 p.m at Peabody 
Stadium in Santa Barbara, Lompoc coach Mike 
Warren expects it to be as much an emotional game as 
a physical one. In fact Warren feels he will have won 
over half the battle if he can get his Braves more fired 
up than the Dons. 
Warren puts his pregame strategy in a nutshell; 
“ My biggest concern will be to get my team 
emotionally ready to play as a team.” 
Warren emphasizes the word "team ” 
“They (Santa Barbara) are very high right now. 
They are going to come out there and start hitting 
right off.” 
The Don’s high emotions are well justified. Last 
week against Rolling Hills, Santa Barbara overcame a 
14-0 deficit in the fourth quarter to win with a last 
minute touchdown. 
“Santa Barbara was very impressive,” commented 
Warren. "They’ve shown much improvement over 
their first game with Santa Maria.” (The Dons were 
shut out in that contest 7-0). 
In assessing the Dons’ strengths, Warren uses one 
word: offense. 
“They run an excellent sprint-out play with the op­ 
tion to pass or run. Their quarterback (Ray) 
Calderone is a very good passer who throws medium 
range passes, but will occasionally let go a bomb.’’ 


Calderone’s favorite targets are halfback Sam 
Greene and split end Jesse Hernadez. Greene was 
voted Santa Barbara Athlete of the Week for his ef­ 
forts against Rolling Hills, which include a 75-yard 
runback that set up the Don’s first score and a grab of 
the touchdown pass in the last 40 seconds of the game 
that saved the Dons. 
"I would be very surprised if they didn’t throw 25 
times, or every other play,” said Warren. 
Defensively, Warren finds some flaws in the Santa 
Barbara squad. 
"They are fairly big and do have good team speed,” 
he admits, “but they gamble a lot.” 
Warren cites an example: "Say we are running a 
trap play to the right a lot. They will probably stack up 
their defense to that side, which will leave someone 
else open, and that’s where we will beat them. You 
can’t do that sort of thing to an offense with a balanced 
attack. 
“Their basic weakness overall is that they lack con­ 
sistency,” Warren continues. "At times they don’t 
look very good, they gamble too much and get burned. 
Also, they sometimes lack the punch to put the ball in 
the end zone. 
“But emotion can overcome that,” he added. 
Last year, his first at Lompoc, Warren enjoyed his 
first victory against the Dons in a 16-0 shutout.

Run to heaven? 
LaSorda would 
do that to win

NEW YORK (UPI) — Tom Lasorda was up on a look. 
The St. Louis Browns were looking under every rock, 
searching desperately for a left-handed pitcher, a pitcher of 
any kind to be perfectly truthful about it, when the Brooklyn 
Dodgers told them they could look at one of the left­ 
handers they had with their Montreal club in the Interna­ 
tional League. 
His name was Tom Lasorda, who was appointed by the 
Dodgers as their new manager Wednesday He had a nifty 
curve ball, one of the best around, but his fast ball wouldn’t 
put a dent in a tub of butter. 
Lasorda came up to spring training with the Browns, in 
1953 and if they kept him, they’d give the Dodgers $25,000 If 
they didn’t, which ultimately turned out to be the case, 
they’d send him back to Montreal 
In no time at all, Lasorda grew friendly with everyone on 
the club and somewhere along the line became involved in a 
challenge for a foot race. 
He and this fellow agreed they would run until one or the 
other dropped dead. 
The competition was held in a public square in Riverside, 
Calif., where the team stayed Morbidly fascinated over the 
prospect of seeing someone perhaps run straight to heaven, a 
number of the Brownie players went out and bought plenty of 
beer so they could properly enjoy the spectacle while sitting 
around watching it. 
The whole thing lasted 56 minutes Lasorda later admitted 
he got a stitch in his side and had nearly quit twice, but 


doggedly, he kept going. Finally, his competitor said he had 
enough and stopped running 
This is not a second-hand account, but a first-hand one 
because I was the one foolish enough to run Tom Lasorda 
that night. I didn’t die, it only felt like I did. I know this now 
— Tom Lasorda would have died before he quit. I know 
because he told me so, and when Tom Lasorda tells you 
something, you’d better believe it — or get ready to run a 
foot race until you fall down 
As a big league pitcher, the affable, talkative, 49-year-old 
Lasorda never was much, but in his 31 years in professional 
baseball, as a player, coach, scout and minor league mana­ 
ger. not Enos Slaughter, not Pete Rose, not even Ty Cobb, 
ever put more of himself into the game than has Lasorda 
When Walt Alston announced last Monday he wouldn’t be 
back managing the Dodgers next season after 23 consecutive 
years, the guessing generally was that Lasorda would suc­ 
ceed him Why not? He had won pennants everywhere he had 
managed for the Dodgers — at Ogden, Spokane and 
Albuquerque What’s more, he had turned down major 
league managerial offers from Atlanta and Montreal, 
preferring to wait until he might get the Dodger job 


Peter O’Malley, the Dodgers’ president, called Lasorda at 
his home in Fullerton. Calif, at nine o’clock Wednesday 
morning 


“We’d like you to be at the ball park at 11:15.” he said 
“ And be on time " 


Lasorda wasn’t the least bit nervous He only dropped the 
receiver twice. 
Then board chairman Walter O’Malley got on the phone 
and asked Tom if he had pitched batting practice Tuesday 
night 
Certainly, said Lasorda 
O’Malley knew that 
beforehand Lasorda always pitches batting practice. He 
can’t get enough of it. He loves it. 
Do you cheat?” O’Malley teased "Do you step off the 
rubber9” 
"No! My foot’s always on the rubber," Lasorda replied, 
perfectly serious. 
They talked some more, and O’Malley congratulated 
Lasorda on his new job 
When Lasorda got off the phone, he had tears in his eyes — 
tears of joy. He hugged and kissed his wife, Joan, whom he 
met when he played in Greenville, S.C., and to whom he has 
been married for 26 years. 
“ It’s the first time in my life I’ve ever seen a dream ac­ 
tually come true,” she said to him 
She laid out his new light green suit for him so he’d look 
like a big league manager should at the Dodgers’ press con­ 
ference. 
“You’ve never been lost for words before and I’m sure you 
won’t be today,” she reassured him.

How 
fish 
smell 


Fish are more finicky about 
their food than most people 
think. In clear water, have you 
ever observed a fish approach a 
baited hook, smell it, then 
reject it without taking a bite? 
Taste was probably the reason. 
Almost all fish have taste buds 
in their lips and throat, but 
many have specialized areas of 
the body such as the fins, along 
the sides that act as taste 
centers. 
W hereever located on the 
fish, taste buds are small cells 
that open like a flower to test 
food and send a signal to the 
brain. If the taste is acceptable, 
the fish will then take the food 
in its mouth. 


Interestingly enough, the cat­ 
fish. which most people say will 
eat anything, has the most taste 
buds of any fish. More than 
100,000 are located throughout 
its body. 


Rockfishing out of both Santa 
Barbara s Sea Landing and 
Port San Luis is very good, with 
limits the rule.

WALNUT CREEK, Calif. 
(UPI) — Fresno the recycled 
cougar doesn’t answer anymo­ 
re. 
A team of naturalists at­ 
tempting an American version 
of “Born Free” is worried. 
They don’t know if she has suc­ 
cumbed in the wild or if her 
e le c tr o n ic 
g a d g e try 
is 
broken. 
Fresno is a mountain lioness 
who lost her mother and was 
severely injured by dogs. 
Raised in captivity and trained 
by humans to hunt for her food, 
Fresno returned to the wilds 
with a special radio collar 
around her neck so naturalists 
could follow her movements for 
a few months until it wears off, 
freeing her from all contact 
with man. 
But trackers using electronic 
gear lost communication with 
the 11-month-old orphan just 
five days after they released 
her Sept. 7 into a canyon at the 
6,000 foot level in the central 
Sierras. A California Depart­ 
ment of Fish and Game plane 
loaded with the latest radio- 
telementry gear was called in 
and has flown across the rugged 
canyon, but so far, no tell-tale 
beeps indicating that Fresno is 
still down there. 
Fresno's radio has been silent 
for more than three weeks and 
now her mentors aren’t sure if 
she is dead, has moved across 
the mountains or if the equip­ 
ment failed. 
“It’s a very primitive area,” 
said G ary Bogue, W ildlife 
Rescue Team leader for the ex­ 
periment. “ We’re still looking 
— it’s possible she’s holed up in 
a cave where the radio signals 
can’t reach us.” 
Fresno is only the second 
mountain lion ever to be raised 
and trained in captivity then 
released back into the wild, 
Bogue said. The first cougar 
successfully released in this 
manner was set free by the 
group in July a year ago near 
Santa Barbara. It was a 106- 
pound male named Kitty, also 
radio-tracked throughout the 
experiment until his specially 
designed collar dropped away 
on schedule, freeing Kitty from 
man forever . 
Techniques learned in the two 
experiments are being refined, 
hopefully to the point that they 
can be used to restock en­ 
dangered cat species such as 
the black Florida Panther, 
which has dwindled until only 
about 100 are left in the wild. 
Fresno's story started in Oc­ 
tober of last year when a 
C entral California rancher 
heard a noise outside and dis­ 
covered a starving, motherless 
cub eating from his dog dishes. 
His dogs dashed out the door 
and attacked the little lion, 
biting it so hard that its hind 
quarters were paralyzed. 
Fresno Zoo veterinarian Paul 
Chafee gave it medical care 
then had the baby cat sent to 
the Alexander Lindsay Junior 
Museum in this east San Fran­ 
cisco Bay suburb. The museum 
annually cares for approx­ 
im ately 4.000 injured and 


orphaned wild creatures of 
every type. It is the only 
organization in the state with a 
M e m o ra n d u m of U n d e r­ 
standing with the fish and game 
department to care for and 
rehabilitate injured and or­ 
phaned animals. 
Bogue, curator of the mu­ 
seum placed Mark Ferrari, 26, 
in charge of the training and 
release program for the little 
cougar whom they dubbed, 
Fresno. 
She was fed fresh deer meat 
killed on the highways. As 
Fresno grew stronger and 
began to recover from her hind 
quarters paralysis, F errari 
began teaching her how to 
catch food. 
“We had to teach her how to 
hunt, using her olfactory and 
visual senses,” Ferrari said. 
“We gave her different types of 
prey, rabbits, ground squirrels 
and rodents, things like that. At 
first we just put them where 
she could see them. Then we’d 
drag them along the ground and 
hide them. 
“ She’d pick up the scent and 
follow. We did allow her to ac­ 
tu a lly k ill som e sm a lle r 
species.” 
The training neared culmina­ 
tion, said Bogue, the day a dead 
deer was brought in and prop­ 
ped up in the cage before the lit­ 
tle cougar saw it. 
“She thought it was alive. She 
stalked it, then sprang onto its 
neck. It fell over, giving the 
response as if it were alive.” 
They were given access to a 
large cage from the San Fran­ 
cisco Zoo to see if her mauled 
back legs had developed 


“There was this tree and a 


ledge inside the cage,” said 
Ferrari. “She was making 20 
foot leaps from the ledge to the 
tree — ‘sponng’ — then back the 


other way — ‘sponng, sponng.’ 
We felt she’d fully recovered 
her physical powers.” 
She grew at the m usuem 
from 14 pounds “new” to a sl­ 
eek, healthy 80 pounds and 
finally was ready for her adven­ 
ture with nature. Hundreds of 
manhours and $2,000 in exjjen- 
ditures were at an end.

It is alleged that 
Lockheed charged to

It is small wonder that Lockheed had 
trouble separating its government and 
commercial bookkeeping, for the in- 
sustrial colossus did a whopping $2.2 
billion in government business last year. 
At the pleading of President Ford, 
Congress also granted $200 million in 
federal loan guarantees to keep the com­ 
pany from going bankrupt. 
Its books, therefore, are supposed to 
be open to government auditors. But as 
we reported in Ju ly, the D efense 
Contract Audit Agency 
was barred 
from inspecting Lockheed’s books. The 
company preferred to deal with the more 
lenient Renegotiation Board. 
The audit agency, nevertheless, has 
been investigating Lockheed’s vast 
California aerospace facilities. Seattle 
shipyards and Marietta, Ga., complex. 
The Renegotiation Board, for its part, 
assigned a special three-man committee 
to procure other financial data.

Her employers, we also reported, were 
remarkably tolerant. They allowed her 
to work only when she felt like it, and 
sometimes mailed her paychecks to her 
home. 
Hartke responded that his opponents, 
“ by damn." had better “ leave my 
children out of it.” It wasn’t easy for 
Sandra, he said, “ being Sen. Vance 
Hartke’s daughter.” 
It wasn't Sandra but the senator whose 
conduct we were questioning He voted 
down the line for legislation endorsed by 
the Brotherhood of Railway and Airline 
Clerks at the sam e tim e that his 
daughter was on the union payroll. 
The union let her off, with pay, to cam­ 
paign for her father six years ago. Con­ 
fidential union records show that she 
missed work 110 days from January 
through November, 1970. 
She claimed 52 days sick leave, and our 
sources confirm she had some legitimate 
medical problems But she also took off 
an additional 58 days during the height of 
the cam paign from June through 
November. Sandra has asknowledged 
that she spent some of this time in In­ 
diana helping to re-elect her father 
Under union rules, she was entitled to 
only 17 days sick time and 10 days vaca­ 
tion time Yet the union paid her for the 
entire 110 days. Not until after the 
Novem ber election did the union 
threaten to dock her pay. 
It is also clear from the confidential 
records that the union vigorously sup­ 
ported Hartke in the campaign As one 
memo puts it, “Winning this election will 
depend largely on our ability to convince 
an informed electorate that Vance 
Hartke should be returned to the 
Senate.” 
In 1971, Sandra found a better job with 
the Travelers Insurance Company. But 
again, she was permitted to spend most 
of her time attending to personal in­ 
terests. Hartke also happens to be a 
power on the Senate Commerce Commit­ 
tee which has jurisdiction over insurance 
matters. 
Footnote; In his attack on us. the 
senator stated that our story “was first 
used in the 1970 ... campaign .” The con­ 
fidential memos in our possession hadn’t 
been made public previously. In fact, 
Sandra didn't even go to work for 
Travelers until the year after the 1970 
campaign 


WASHINGTON - While what hap­ 
pened in Sweden on Sunday was hardly a 
surprise, nevertheless it was an event of 
great improtance. The Social-Democrats 
in power for 44 years, with only brief 
minor intervals, were voted out of office 
by a coalition of three parties on the 
right. 
Having often tried 
before in vain, the 
coalition this tim e 
found lea d ers who 
could speak to a peo­ 
ple angered by high 
taxes and rising costs. 
In a s e n s e th e 
w elfa re sta te 
had 
d efea ted 
itse lf by 
reaching too far in 
spite of its success. 
U nem ploym ent in 
Sweden is 1.5 per cent 
of the work force. But 
in flation is in the 
neighborhood of 10 per 
cent and taxes are as 
high as anywhere in 
the West, if not higher. 
The personality of Prime Minister Olof 
Palme had something to d' 
with the 
defeat 
He was a new breed, a new 
gen era tio n , an in te lle c tu a l, w ith 
something of the overconfidence of the 
theorist. 
T he c o n tr a st w ith th e S o c ia l- 
Democratic leaders who had led the 
party to success year after year was 
striking. This was notably true of 
Palme's immediate predecessor, Tage 
Erlander. Erlander could talk socialism, 
reform, higher pensions, but he was a 
kindly father figure whom his people 
knew and loved. 
I recall asking Erlander what it was 
that Palme lacked 
His answer was, 
“ Palme lacks a Palm e.” What he meant 
was that during his Prime Ministership 
he had younger men like P alm e, 
valuable advisers whose counsel he 
might or might not follow but whose opi­ 
nions he valued. 
Palme was boxed in by two issues that 
had divided his own following This was 
the plan of Rudolf Meidner, a prominent 
economist with the labor organization It 
called for a law requiring all corpora­ 
tions with 50 or more employes to turn 
over a portion of their profits — before 
taxes — to a common fund to be ad­ 
ministered by a trade union council. 
This was not protit-snarmg, since in­ 
dividual unions would have no share of 
the fund It would mean that in 20 years, 
probably a much shorter time, the trade 
unions would own the means of produc­ 
tion 
The center parties concentrated much 
of their fire on “trade union socialism 
an end to the capitalist enterprises that 
have continued 
to sustain Swedish 
production, which is largely dependent 
on exports 


Palme was presented with an impossi­ 
ble dilemma. The blue collar unions in 
the “labor organization” backed the 
Meidner plan without equivocation. The 
white collar unions also gave it their sup­ 
port although with reservations. 
H ere w as the h eart of S ocial- 
Democratic support. Palme could only 
say that the Meidner proposal was 
something for the future. It would be 
subject to lengthy discussion and 
analysis by the kind of commission that 
has thoroughly considered past advances 
in social welfare. 
But this did not go down with indepen­ 
dent voters 
A second broadside attack was entirely 
unexpected 
Bjornholm Falldin, the 
sheep farmer from the north who is ex­ 
pected to be the next prime minister, 
leader of the C onservative party, 
launched a tireless assault on nuclear 
energy. 
In speeches around the country he ad­ 
vocated that not only should Sweden’s 
present five nuclear power plants be 
phased out but that plans for 13 more 
scrapped. Falldin stirred all the fears of 
nuclear explosion and the proliferation 
of nuclear w eapons w ith surplus 
plutonium 
Counter arguments were in vain. Oil 
was also a danger — the risk of spills 
ruining beaches and harbors, the hazards 


of offshore drilling. And since the 
nuclear plan was intended ultimately to 
supply 40 per cent of Sweden’s energy, 
where would the power come from? For 
the ecology conscious, young Falldin’s 
attack had a powerful appeal. 
Interestingly enough foreign policy 
played little or no part in the election. At 
the height of the Vietnam agitation, after 
the bombing of Cambodia, Palme made 
some brash and foolish statements that 
angered President Nixon. The President 
ordered the recall of the American am­ 
bassador from Stockholm. 
Although Sweden continues to give 
economic aid to Cuba, Hanoi and Third 
World countries, this does not seem to 
have been a major issue. 


It was a campaign fought on the plight 
of the taxpayer. And it was dramatized 
by the great film director Ingmar 
Bergman when he left Sweden as a 
result, he said, of harassment by tax of­ 
ficials and the threat of “trade union 
socialism ” 


Now the question is whether a coali­ 
tion made up of the Conservatives 
(form erly the Farm ers Party), the 
Liberals and the Moderates can form an 
effective government. Surely, as one in­ 
formed observer put it. they have had 
enough time over the past 10 or 15 years 
to think of how to go about it.

proficiency examination for graduating 
seniors. Even before the bill, however, 
Lompoc Unified School District was 
moving in the direction of proficiency ex­ 
aminations to be administered at inter­ 
vals during a student's secondary educa­ 
tion. 
Educators including Lompoc's assis­ 
tant Supt. Mel Wilde, are moving warily 
into the thicket of the effort to produce a 
local version of a proficiency examina­ 
tion as a requirement for graduation. 
While all this is being debated, while 
the various factors are being pushed into 
a recognizable form, it is good to note 
that aside from these som etim es 
perplexing educational realities, there 
are areas of solid achievement. 
One of these is in vocational education 
Notes to the school board Tuesday night 
by Gordon deMarrais. coordinator of 
vocational education, reveal some in­ 
teresting facts turned up by James 
Shaw, automotive instructor at Lompoc 
High School Of the 237 graduates of ad­ 
vanced automotive courses. 106 or 44 per 
cent found jobs in mechanics or related 
fields. 
While we debate the validity of 
vocational education as opposed, say to 
c o lle g e preparatory program s or 
something else, the district’s advanced 
automotive programs are turning out 
s tu d e n ts w ho a re a b le to fin d 
jobs That’s solid achievement Don’t ap­ 
proach those 105, who became gainfully 
employed with all this pro and con. 
They’ve got weekly paychecks that will 
do all their argument for them Didn't 
Henry Ford once say if he had it to do all 
over again, as a young man, he’d start in 
some comer garage or service station as 
a grease monkey? That’s not to say 
they’ll all spend the rest of their lives as 
mechanics, but it gets them started. 


The rains, two in September, as of 
Wednesday and earlier in the rain year, 
have amazed old-timers. It was only the 
24th September in 60 years to have any 
rain at all and Burpee Farms tells me 
it’s the wettest September ever, by far. 
In a word, the rare summer storms 
have literally caught county flood con­ 
trol chief Jim Stubchaer and county 
hydrologist Phil Holland with their 
gauges down so to speak. 
Key gauges at Cachuma and critical 
points upstream from the huge reser­ 
voir, are functioning as they do year 
around, but som e of the 
county’s 
electronic rain gauges, such as the one 
near the Lompoc county administration 
building were shut down this summer in 
order to conserve electricity and wear 
and tear, I guess 
Despite the rain, surprise or not, the 
level of Cachuma Lake hasn't been af­ 
fected significantly.
